The foreign Powers have joined to notify the) 
Government of China that the fighting in the 
Tientsin district must stop. As the Government 
of China—if there is such a thing—is very obvi- 
ously not in control of the situation, the notice | 
may be taken as a warning to all and sundry of | 
the warring factions that if they continue to} 
menace the lives and interests of foreigners they 
will have to expect foreign warships and marines| 
to take a hand in the proceedings. 

Next we may expect an outcry from that sec- 
tion of the publie in this continent and Europe 
which seems always to want to stay the forees of 
civilization and order when there is need of these 
being employed to regulate matters in some back- 
ward corner of the world. The Powers, we shall 
be told as usual, are seeking an opportunity to in- 
terfere in the internal affairs of China, in accord 
with some deep-laid conspiracy to partition the 
country among them, 

The plain facts are that the ‘‘republic’’ of 
China is unable to A aban itself, and because of 
the breakdown of authority foreigners legiti- 
mately residing in the country are, and have been 
for years, living in peril. If intervention is re-| 
sorted to that will certainly not be without war-| 
yant. And if it should result in enabling one of 
the contending factions to establish anything in| 
the nature of ordered government in China the 
unfortunate people of that country will be the 
gainers.

The lMning of these tubes is 
epithelium of an _ easily affected 
Why should there not be 
frequent infection? The wonder is 
that infection does not occur more 
frequently. Pneumococct, sirepto- 
cocet, and other inflammation pre- 
ducers are widely spread. When the 
air starts for the bronchial tubes it 
often contains some of these germs. 
of them out; 
the throat removes others. The lin- 
ing cells of the larger tubes remove 
others. But enough get to the me- 
dium sized tubes to cause infection 
unless cells there have learned to 
fight back. 

Many of the coughs are due to 
bronchitis, Most of the cases of cold 
on the chest are cases of bronchitis.
